Since spring 
tlu chemical factories in Lie leaves 
have been in constant operation. Now 
these great factories have closed. All 
.he valuable products have been stor¬ 
ed m the branches and roots. The pro¬ 
ducts left in the ltaf, causing as they 
do tne autumn coloration, are ol no 
further use to the plant. 

During the season the leaf, using 
raw materials front the soil and the 
tit ; together with the eneigy of sun¬ 
light, has manufactured many useful 
subslanei s. The fuels wuich we burn 
were once built up in this factory, 
i ur clothing is largely cellulose, one 
of the uictorys main products. Wool¬ 
ens came indirectly from the plant. 
The sheep which produced than, eon- 
: umed large quantities of the pro¬ 
ducts of the leaf. Our food is produc¬ 
ed iu tne leaf factory. The meats 
which we eat were produced by ani 
mats which lived on the plants. Ulti¬ 
mately the leaf factory is the earthly 
soune of our energy in life. 

Many of the colors formed on the 
foliage in the fall do not arise dur¬ 
ing the season, but become visible 
only id. the time alter the green 
coloring matter, the chlorophyl, has 
disappeared. In the fall when the vi¬ 
tality of the plant is reduced, a mi- 
gi alien of many substances in the j 
liaf takes place. The products which | 
lnnain give the colors to the leaves, j 
At this season of the year the 
i ontaius less water. Many compounds 
exhibit different colors varying with 
the amount of water present. Many 
colors develop as a result of varied 
chemical changes. The tinting of tne 
leaves is an attempt at protection 
against the strong intensive rays of 
[ the autumn afternoon sun, as con- 
i Lasted. Lu the .chill of m ornin g and 
night. That part which is most ex¬ 
posed to tin sun is the more strongly 
painted. The reds and the browns are 
due to one kind of coloring matter; 
the light-yellow and the orange-col- 
nred tints are produced by a different 
coloring mat, rial. It is the same sub¬ 
stance which makes the carrot yel¬ 
low.

[ produced, by a certain formation 
i within the plant, a partition, which 
gradually shuts off the leaf from the 
mother plant. 

The falling of leaves is caused Dy 
the diminution and the final stoppage 
of the flow of sap to t..e leaves. The 
wilting, the changing to a black, 
brown, yellow and red is not caused 
by freezing but by a drying out. 

The festive garb of the autumnal 
leaf is symbolic of the services wh.cl. 
the leaf has performed.
